In agai communicating with the representatives of the ` 


people assembled for the purpose of performing high and 
responsible duties assigned them by the Organic Law of 


the Territory, I am most happy to congratulate you u pon — 
the general’ prosperity of the Territory; ; our fields have — 


yielded bountifully ; ; our herds have increased very largely 
and our general prosperity, for the means .employed, 
has been at least gratifying., Although the hand of im- 
provement is almost every where visible, and the labor 
of the husbandman generally rewarded in a degree com- 


mensurate with the skill and industry used, yet portions ` 


of the Territory have sufferod fròm causes beyond the 
remedy or control of legislative or executive action, to 
which, hereafter, I will more particularly allude. i 

In the discharge of our joiit daties I will co-operate 
with you in every. way possible for the accomplishifient of 
apy and all gool and useful legislation for the welfare 


a 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : ` 


of the people, as well as special legislation” “for” the good” ; 


of-any particular- locality of the Territory, whére such 


epecial legislation does not materially conflict with the in- ` 


terests of thé’mass of the people, or the general develop- 
ment of the Territory. All laws ‘as far as practicable 
should be general in their nature—the system of special 
legislation so generally resorted to in the Western States 
and Territories, as a rule, should be dispensed with, es- 


pecially in a community like ours. A very few plain’ 


practical general laws, easily -underetood, would be far ` 
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more acceptable and satisfactory to the people of this 
country than the voluminous Statutes now in force. To 
say the least of them, they are incomplete and in many 
instances badly translated ; they have not been technically 
drawn and are liable to misconstruction by the very best 
judges and lawyers, and consequently cause vexatious 
. and expensive litigation—which only can be remedied by 
a radical change in our system of legislation. oe 

In connection with this subject I dọ most earnestly re- 
commend the adoption of a civil code of procedure adopt- 
ed, used and sustained by almost every state and Terri- 
tory in the Union. The proud old State ot New York 
with all her legal ability led off in this great work, nearly 
twenty years ago, and has conyerted, not only the legal 
profession of the country, but the coyntry itself to her 
wise reform. It not only simplifies the laws, but the rules 
of practice, and enables every intelligent business man, 
mechanic and farmer in a great measure to transact his 
own legal business outside of the courts, and save 
many a large fee to persons illy able to pay them. 

By the adoption ofa civil code of procedure for the 
government of the courts of all clasges—and the election 
by your honorable bodies of a commision of competent 
gentlemen, learned in the law, to codify the laws now in 
force and make them harmonize with the code of ciyil pro- 
cedure, and repeal such laws ag are inoperative or prac- 
ticably snperceded by the laws of Congress, you -would 
accomplish a lasting benefit to the people you represent. 

Ihave heard but one expression of opinion on this 
subject throughout the Territory—and that expression 
has been uniform ely in favor of this simple reform. `

RAIL ROADS. 
I have every reasonable hope of the success and com- 
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pletion of our rail road line connectifig’us with the Atlantic 
and Pacific States'at an earlyday. 

The Union Pacific Railway, Eastern ‘Division, has 
thade rapid progress since the last annual nieeting of your 
Honorable Bodies in the direction of our Territory. Con- 
gress at its last session failed to give to oui road any ad- 
ditional subsidy for its completion through the north part 
of this Territory to°the Rio Grande, as was contemplated 
and expected, not only by the railway company, but the 
whole South west country interested in its’ Construction. 
Within the past year the company’ has constructed nearly 
four hundred miles of road in the direction of our Terri- | 
torial lines, which brings it within one hundiéd and eighty 
thiles of our northern botindary. It was discoverable at 
the last session of Congress that jealousies existed between 
the managing parties of tlie different branches! of the Pa- 
cific roads, cach fearful that the other route would obtain: 
some favor from Congress that théir interest could nót 
procure. | 


I have but little experience in building railroads, but 
for the life of me, I cannot sée the necessity ofsuch di- 
fferences. All the roads in course of construction, and’ 
in contemplation, should and will be built, known as the’ 
Union Pacific branches ; there is a necessity for atleast’ 
four branches of road from one coast to the other, tor 
the acommodation of this immense country of ours.. 


And every one of these four roads will supply the de- 
mands of entirely different sections of ‘this great republic, 
and will not in the smallest degree conflict with thé in- 
, terest’ or business of each other. 

The north’ Pacific is necessary for the accommodation 
and development of the great. northwest, embracing. the 
States ‘of Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, nnd through 
that imiiénsé bélt of coutifry bétwéen’ Minnesota and the 
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. Pacific or in the | new and flourishing States of Nevada 
and Oregon, a very large proportion of which I am 
informed is susceptible of a high state of cultivation—this 
route should not and would not conflict with the interests 
of either of the other branches, being built or in contem- 
| plation, through to the Pacific Ocean. 

Phe Omaha branch now well nigh completed supplies 
an entirely different section of the country, and is just as 
„necessary for the development of the section of country 
through \ which it passes and the accommodation of the 
towns, cities and settlements on its line and the general 
business interests of the country as either of the other 
„Toutes, and no more. 

The. Atlantic and Pacific road running through the 

south, western part of the State of Missouri, thence to Red 

“River on the plains, where it is thought by parties in in- 
„terest, the contemplated line from Memphis, Tennessee, 
via Little Rock and Fort Smith, Arkansas, will unite, 
and build one great trunk road striking the Rio Grande 
at or near where the 35th parallel crosses that river;

Next to the Union Pacific, E. D., the Atlantic and 
Pacific road i ig ‘the most important to this Territory—and 
every encouragement should be given it by the people's 
representatives that would not conflict with the speedy 
completion of the eastern division road, now in course of 
construction with an organization that can well build it. 

This system of railroads would connect us direct] 
with all the States of the Union and would furnish us 
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-abundant means for the development of the vast mineral 


resources of our portion of the great Rocky Mountain 


v» range-—this together with the completion of the contera- 
. plated line through the north western.portion of the State

»- tory at or near the 32d parallel of latitade, and conn 


of Texas commencing at the Gulf:of -Mexico at or’ near 
the city of Galveston and crossing the “line of this Terri-

; through which it passes, mineral resources, the availabi- 


lity of the route, the cheap labor. for its construction, and 


- all other things, that in the minds of the committee might 


aid Congress in coming to correct -conclusions as to the 
advantages of this project over other roads being built or 
in contemplation, and specifically shew the absolute ne- 
cessity of its. speedy completion. > 
The latter examination by Col. Greenwood of the route 


surveyed last winter, makes the lme much shorter than 


- the original survey and very. materially improves the gra- `

dients—even between here and:the completed terminus of 


„the road at Sheridan, Kansas. The line from the Rio 
- Grande to the State of California far. surpasses the ex- 


pectations of its most sanguine friends, with regard to

_Aaverything-looks well. for our. future, ..if..we succeed 
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with the present Congress in procuring the much needed 


subsidy, of the success of which I have but very little 


. doubt, when the facts are properly presented to them for 


their consideration. 
INDIAN TRIBES OF THE TERRITORY. : 


The Indian tribes of the Territory are very much in the‘ 
same condition we found one year ago, with the excep- - 
tion.of the Navajo tribe. The Utahs at the two Agen- 
čes, Abquii and Cimarron, still continue peaceable, 


‘and are well disposed toward the white settler, their con- 
duct for the past two years has been comparatively good, 


and the citizens have suffered but little damage at their 
hands ; if” properly treated in the fature no danger.need. 


Be apprehended from these tribes. 


The Jicarilla Apaches, still remain with the Utahs at 
the Cimarron Agency under charge of Major Dennison 
their accomplished Agent; they are not so Well disposed. 
towards the citizens, they have not shown a disposition to 
make open warfare on persons; but have manifested an 
unlimited desire to make war on all kinds of.property 
coming under their observation. They appear to be cons 


stitutionally dishonest, and require’ constant watching to 


prevent them from committing all kinds of larcenies on. 
the neighborhoods ; in the absence of U.S. troops in 
their vicinity, the settlers feef a degree of insecurity, al- 
though their has been no act of open hostility committed 
by this tribe up to this time, and they have remained 
quiet; but if they do so remain, it is for fear of punish- 
ment and for no other better motive. 
MESCALERO APACHES. . 

This tribe.still inhabit the White Mountain region, and _ 
continue at war with our people; they still refuse to make 
a.treaty.of peace with the government, and are now sust» - 


æ 
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ining’ themselves on the hard earned substance'of our pri- 
vate settlers. 

The only remedy known for the peaceful settlement of 
this tribe is the prompt and faithful execution of General 
Sheridan’s field order No. 2, whieh I have every reason® 
to believe will be exocuted by our distinguished District 
Commander, G. W. Getty at no very distant day. Our 
people must be patient until the proper facilities are fur- 
nished ‘the military forthe punishment of these outlaws::- 

GILA APACHES. 


The Gila Apaches are the terror of at least one third of 
this Territory and“a large portion of Arizona; they in~ 
habit the very best mineral country belonging to our Ter- 
ritory ; they have kept the southwestern portion of our 
expansive Territory in constant turmoil and excitément® 
since 1860, and‘have pretty: well kept-posession of the 
country, every effort has been made by the military tò“ 
induce them to give up their mode of warfare, and return“ 
to their reservation provided for them years ago on Gila’ 
River, but without: success ; they openly proclaim death“ 
to the white race, and have indignantly refused to make 
any treaty with the government or our people. Nothing- 
but extermination will ever. be successful with this blood+- 
thirsty tribe, and nothing less will satisfy- the hardy pione- 
er ofthe Mesilla Valley and Pinos Altos-region; they 
have suffered not only the loss of property, but many very 
many valuable lives, at the hands of these infamous~ 
pests. , 

NAVAIOS. 

The Navajo tribe since the last annual meeting of your” 
honorable bodies have béen removed from the reservation: 
established for them by Gen'l James H. Carleton atthe 
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Bosque :Redondo in 1864. They had been .up to “this 
‘time for.many years in open hostility to the government, 
and the government as well as our people found. them. a 
very formidable foe. This tribe has been returned to the. 
country origiually inhabited ,by.them ; their removal. was 
directed bythe Peace Commission, very much against 
the,jadgment of our most experienced ‘nnd oldest inhabi- 
tants. I sincerely hope ,qur people may not be called 
upon to witness the scenes of,the past with this .powerful 
tribe; they have made fair promises to the authorities, 
and we all join in the: ‘hope that these promises. may be 
faithfully kept—time alone will show the wisdom of.this 
change. l 

‘Fhe present indications tend to, şhow however;-the fal- 
.sity of their promises, and ere another season passes I am 
fearful the, old scenes will be reenacted by this tribo on 
ithe inhabitants adjoining this vast Navajo-ceuntry. 


PUEBLO INDIANS. 


The Pueblo tribe of Indians are'the model tribe of 
America,;, they have no „animosity „towards any living 
being; peacefal, industrious, honest and among the most 
prosperons people in the „western country, they deserve 
` every attention, and kindness -from all classes of people, 
official or otherwise. 

They are in fact aas If sustaining . people. AN they 
reguire;from the Indian Department is;-farming imple- 
ments to.enable them to cultivate the soil, and the neces- 
sary protection from our law makers to prevent encroah- 
ments by.their wily neighbors. | 


HOSTILE INDIANS. 


Tt is with, feelings of disappointment and. regret, that I 
am unable,to give you amore favprable account of the 
ondition of the frontier and border , sections of the Terri- 
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atory. Hostilities continue on the frontier, and I am com- 

. pelled „to,state that the depredations have not been con- 

a! „fned to the frontier alone, but have extended to the in- 
„terior parts of the Territory as well. We have in com- 
, mon with the citizens of the Territories of Colorado, and 
Arizona, as well as the frontier settlements of the State 
of Kansas, hoped that the government would, after the 
close of the late terrible, bloody and „wicked rebellion, 
and the large increase ofthe regular army, „furnished, to 
our accomplished Department and District Commanders, 
Major Generals.,Sheridan and Getty, a sufficient number 
of available troops, to protect, our people against constant 

depredations on the plains, and very, many parts of the 

- Territory . from; hostile and. thieving, bands of Indians, 

'. which occupy every thoroughfare to,.and almost every 

rod of border of our Territorial limits. : 


Depredations are very frequently committed in the 
most populous parts of the Territory, bv bands of Indians 
claiming to be at peace with the government, and after 
the perpetration of theft often times murder, the owner of 
the property to cover up all trace of the guilty tribe. 

These, vile assassins have been protected in their de- 
predations, from time to time, by our government, _ 
through the instrumentality of peace commissions sent 
into the Indian country with plenipotentiary powe, ron 
the representations of bad and designing men, with all- 
the parapharnalia of war materials to be distributed among 

| these red:fiends, as a consideration for their signing a 
treaty of peace, to be,broken on the departure of the pea- 
ce cqmmission. | 

The distribution of arms and ammunition by these com- 
misioners and agents, enables the various tribes of Indians 
to more successfully carry on their warfare against the 
pioneer freighter and emigrant while , crossing the plaing, 
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and gives them additional facilities for carrying on theli® 
wicked warfare against the whites, and secure to them’ 
the hard earned substance of the frontiersman, and lay 
waste the frontier settleménts at their pleasure, and very. 
materially lessons the chances of ever civilizing the Iü- 
dian or making them’self sustaining in the future. 

The pioneers of the frontier settlements of all our 
States and Territories deserve protection— their objects 
‘are laudable ones, and*should bé‘encouraged rathér than 
discouraged. They and men like these have developed 
this continent ; they deserve protection even at the ex- 
pense of the Indian; they are worth something to civili- 
zation and society, the Indians are not, and cannot be 
made so by, treating them asa great’ sovereign treaty 
making power; they are simply wards ofthe governnteift 
and should be so treated, and required'to obey the’ mari- 
dates of their guardian ‘the government.” Our frontiers-. 
men as‘a mass have more than’ ordmary-élaims on the 
government for protection, A-very large proportion of 
them served the government’ in the field during the late 
rebellion, either in the regular or'volunteer service, and 
were compelled at the close of’ the war, for want of 
means to stay elsewhere,-to come to the frontier to pro- 
cure cheap homes for theniselves and families. 

- The development of the public demain by our energetic” 

_ frontiersman is not only beneficial to him alone, but is ` 
equally advantageous to the government. Then laying- 
aside every other motive the lowest motive that urges’ 
man to toil (self imterest)-should guarantee protection 
to every frontiersman by the National Government. 

The are some gentlemen'in authority who say to us’ 
you must protect*yourselyes.- This we can nevér do, sô 
long as the government with’ its strong arm keeps our 
enemy under its protecting care, and prohibits our’people 
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from redressing their own wrongs. Give us halt the l 
means for our protection you give the hostile Indians to 
enuble them to make war on-us, and we will guarantee a 
very different state of things on our frontier. As we 
are now situated, our frontier is so long, ,the settlements 
so sparce, and the peaple so badly prepared for defense, 
that if successfully defended at one point the Indians from 
their thorough knowledge of the country, and our weak- 
ness, have been’ enabled to direct their incursions in anoth- 
er quarter. Such indeed is the geographical character of 
this country, that if five times the number of troops had _ 
becn stationed bn the frontier and plain, the same results 
would have ensued, by establishing garrisons simply. 
Settlements and frontiers cannot be pretected.from hos- 
tile Indians by stationary troops ; especially against tribes 
who are familiar with every foot of countr y to be protec- 
ted and against Indians who firmly believe they have been 
the victors on every battle field for years past, against the 
troops of the goyernment. The only remedy I can see 
for the final seitlentant of this vexed question is the faith- 
ful execution of Major General Sheridan’ s field order No. 
2, Which prohibits the taking of prisoners except when 
the surrender is unconditional and then hang the chiefs 
and head men `on the spot—and allow the military to 
make such terms with them as they may deem best, after 
a severe and just punishment has been ‘inflicted on every 


warlike tribe 
General Sheridan’s large experience on the - frontier, 


his active mind, and general disposition to protect enter- 
prise and develop the resources of our western country 
eminently qualify him for the task assigned him, and with 
proper support will make an entire change in the condition 
of Indian affairs in his department, which I have no doubt 


will bersatisfactory to the government and will be equally 
so to the people of the. frontier settlements, . 
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PUBLIC ‘ROADS. 

The necessity of sume’additional legislation’for the re- 
pair and laying out of public highways ‘is obvious to every- 
ońe traveling through thë Territory.” The inajority’ of 
our roads through ihe mountainous’ parte’ of thé’ Ferrito- 
ry are the greäter portion of thie‘year, almost ‘impassable 
for the want of s6ime rigid law or systém for thé’ repair- 
ing of the pubhc roads. The usiial system adépted as a 
precedent i in all the’ new States and Territories “has been 
to require every able bodied male citizelt vér ‘the age of | 
twenty-one years, tò work or cause to’ be worked a poll 
tax of not less than two days, in every’ year, on‘the pub- 
lic highways. This system here would “bé’a very great 
improvement on the laws now in force on “this ‘subject— 
make provisions for the eléction in each*Voting precinct 
of a road OVerseer whose duty it shall be to ‘warn out the 
eléctors in ‘each precinct in.suitable numbers to make them 
available? onthe différent roads passing through'their re- 
spective preciicts, and ‘give the overseer fall” power and 
authority ‘through the probate courts, or otherwise, to 
compel éach’ ‘delinquent to either work himself, furnish-a 
substitute*or’a “sufficient sum of money to procure the 
work done thréugh” the overseer. A law of this kind 
properly enforsed would give universal satisfaction to all 
god people of the different counties, and would be of in- 
calculable value to the country at large. I-earnestly ia- 
voke your prompt action in this very importaht’ matter. 


MAILS AND’ MAILS ROUTES. © 


Since the last mééting of your Honorablé Bodies “we. 
have secured from ‘the government a daily ‘mail rotite 
commencing at the”terminus’ of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way, Eastern Divisidn, and‘ terminating at Franklin: s Te- 
xas, giving the people öf ib Tertitoty daily ‘cOmmuinica- 
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tiónfwith the States of the Union. When Indfan troubles 


cease on the*plain, and the mail contractors™are enabled 
to fulfil their contract withthe government” „according to 
the terms thereof the main: belt of the Térritory, will 
be amply supplied with mail facilities ; but in‘consequence 
of Indian troubles between here andthe railway, our 
péople have not yét realized the great advantiiges to be 
derived from daily communication with the great business 
centres of the country: 

There has also been established since your last annual 
meeting a daily stage line'from- Maxwell’s' Ranch at the 
crossing of thd Cimarron tò Virginia City and~Elizabeth- 
town in the midst of the gréat placer ‘mining region, 
better known as the Moreno Mines. -There has also 
been established a weekly mail route from Elizabethtown 


to Taos, which very much facilitates the “transmission of ` 


the mails from that point to the maiù line-of thoroughfare 


through the Territory, and saves at‘léast one week to - 


bilsiniese men of ‘Taos in communicating with the* cities 
and towns of the Missouri river. The service was com-

Còngress*a new weekly mail route‘from*the city of Al- ~ 
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buquerque‘to Fort Stanton which is now supplying that 
most important part of our farming and stock growing ` 
country, which embraces the Rio Bonito ‘and its babi. 
ries the Tulatoso and other streams which ‘furnish an 
abundance of water for irrigation and other purposes. 
‘This locality is being -very rapidly developed, and bids 
fair to vie with the very best farming countries in the 
western States and Territories. ‘The extent of farming 
lands in the “Tuleroso country are very large, and the 
population numerous apd enterprising, they deserve well 
of -your honorable bodies-for the skill, perseverance and 
industry ‘they have manifested in its development. 


MINES AND MINING. 


A cannot too frequently remind you of the importance 
«of the mineral wealth of our Territory, nor too often re- 
iterate the nesessity of such legislation as will ensure 
the speedy development of its resources. The working 
of our mines wHl not only add another direct source of 
wealth but by increasing the demand for all other pro- 
ducts, to,supply the wants of the increase of population 
thus engaged, will give animpetus to agriculture and all 
other industries. = 

New Mexico is so far removed from all centres of con- 
‘sumption and trade, that she must, to become self sup- 
porting, furnish a market within her own borders for the 
productions of her soil; this can in no other way be so 
profitably done_as to develop her mineral resources, thus 
transmitting her bulky agricultural products into the 
easily transported metals that command a ready sale in 
all the great markets, from which are drawn all luxuries 
and necessaries that caunot be furnished from within our 
own border. . 

Another cogent though incident reason, for fostering 
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Ahese enterprises, is furnished by the:facts so «marked in 
the history of all the mining Territory of our country. 
That there is no more certain and rapid méthod of exter- 


- minating the Indians that have so long cursed onr country 


‘than to fill its -mountains and -valleys with hardy miners 


` “who wherever they have been attracted by the mineral 


wealth and favorable condition of the country, have per- 
manently solved the Indian problem of removing the sa- 
wages to a reservation intheir happy hunting ground. 

In this connection I desire’to congratulate you upon 
the new attitude assumed by the general government 
towards the Indians ofthe plains, and to express a hope 
ithat now while better-eounsels and better sense seem to 
influence those in power, that New Mexico.also may be 
freed fromthe Indians that have se long murdered and 
plundered its inhabitants with impunity, paralizing all 
enterprise and holding her ‘treasure of wetalic wealth as 
‘under the guardianship of evil Genii. a 

The explerations and discoveries already made under 
this disadvantageous state of affairs, demonstrate the exis- ` 
‘tence in this Territory of:gold, silver, platinum, quick- 
silver, copper, iron, lead and coal, both authracite and 
bituminous, in various and widely separated jocalities ; 
many of these minerals are already. profitably worked“ 
‘even with expensive transportation added to the impedi- 
ments mentioned, and the success of minersin Pinos 
Altos, the Placer, Moreno and other sections, shows the 
profit that may be gained hy intelligent labetr ‘appked to 
this pursuit. | — 

Beside the localities mentioned, new discoveryes are 
being constantly mades at Arroyo Hondo, near Taos 
large and new veins of gold bearing quartz, and their 
accompanying placers have been recently found. Near 
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‘Sovorto éxtensive -lidés of ‘sulphurets of silver “ate jasi 
‘beginning’ to attract’ attention, ‘arid in'the -southeastéris 
“portion of the Territory, ` new and valtiable cold fegivne 
have: been found’ to exist. | 

Little attention’is’as Yet paid to the vast ‘amount ‘of 
‘base metals which abound throughout’ the Territory, and 
‘with few exceptions, there” dre no efforts being made to 
‘utilize them; but the: conipletion of railways to our bor- 
der, which will probably soòn'occur, will inevitably cause 
a great change in this particular; no where on the con- 
‘tinent ate iron and copper found in situations more favor- 
able for cheap extraction. Nature as though in anticipa- 
tion of the wants of man, has stored inexhaustible supplies 
‘of fuel and even of the fluxes used’ in their reduction in 
‘the immediate vicinity of these most valuable otes, I 
append a sketch of one of our older and better knoww 
‘mining localities, ‘The Old Placeres,” kindly furnished. 
me by Col. Anderson, Superintendent of the New Mexlee 
“Mining Company, fiom the statistics on file in his office, 
together with his own knowledge of this particular grant, 
which will exhibit more in detail the peculiarities of that 
region. | 

The New Placer Mines twelve miles distant from the 
srorks on the Ortiz Grant, or old Placer Mines, with pro- 
per management anda little enterprise could be made 


equally valuable, and I am satised at no distant day each 
of thee mines will employ thousands of hardy miners, in 


the development of these vast mountains of precious metal 
and make thèm useful not only to this Territory but to 


the country. 
From the Moreno Mines: discovered in June 1866, it 


is estimated by those best informed, that over three hun- 
“dred thousand dollars in placer gold has veen taken during 
the last season, and next year upon the completion of a 
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ditch now being constructed ‘at a cost of near two hun; 
dred thousand dollars which will when completed ‘furnish 
a constant and adequate supply of water fort ‘mining pùt- 
poses, itis believed that the amount will be greatly ex- 
ceeded during the season. Quartz has.also been found 


in these mines assaying the enormous sum of nineteen 


thousand dollars per-ton of two thousand pounds. 

Several mills are now being built for the purpose of 
working the quartz leads, which will withthe opening of 
spring bein full operation. 


MINERAL RESOURCES OF THE ORTIZ GRANT. ` 


The “private Land claim” known as the Ortiz Mine 
Grant is 10 miles 83 1-3 chains square, containing 59,- 
000 acres of land, having the “Ortiz Shaft” as its centre. 
There have been opened and worked on this property 
_ three gold mines of undoubted richness and value, viz 

the Ortiz, (Santa Rosalia) the Cunningham and the 
Santa Candelaria mines. An accarate list of all the veins 
ont cropping on the estate has not yet been prepared, but 
they arein such numbers as io indicate clearly that these 
mountains form a great mining center, which, like others 
of its kind in varioug parts of the world, is seamed with 


metalliferous fissures. Ores of Iron, Copper and Gold 


abound on the estate and the supply of Coal (Anthracite) 
Limestone, Dolomite (Magnesian Limestone trom which 
hydraulic cement is mado) Sandstone (of fine quality 
making a splendid fire sione) and several varieties of Por- 
phyry, Sienite and Granite is inexhaustible. General Pal- 
mera party discovered.a fine bed of fire clay on the grant. 
Probably the greatest source of wealth in this mining 
country is the vast alluvial deposits, containing placer 
gold, and lying around the bases of this and the adjoin- 
ing mountain chains. At present they cannot be worked

with profit on account of the absense ot water: To far- 
nish this in sufficient quantities is by no means a formid- 
able undertaking and there is every reason to believe that 
it will ere long be accomplished. How far this rich min- 
eral region extends south is not exactly known, but there 
is every reason to believe that valuable mines will yet be 
discovered, atleast as far in that direction as Socorro or 
the Abo Pass. 

The advantages which this part of New Mexico posses- 
ses as a mining region cver most in the United States are 
manifold and obyious. Provisions are abundant and che- 
ap. Ordinary labor (including that of common miners) 
can always be obtained and at lower rates than in any mi- 
ning country in oyr domain. Timber and grass are abun- 


` dant, and the latter retains its nutritive properties all the 
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year round. Dr. Steck, the late Superintendent of the N. 


M. M. Co., has demonstrated that by judicious outlays in 


the construction of tanks and reservoirs, the supply of wa- 
ter for quarts mills can be increased indefinitely. If the sa- 
me means were used to economize the water as is now em- 
ployed at the mill of the New Mexico Minmg Company, 
as many mills as are now in operation in the Territory of 


Colorado could be worked in the Placer and Tuerto 


Mountains, If anyone doubts the correctness of this state- 
ment let him examine the system of tanks in use here and 
eee what a small spring can be made to run fifteen stamps. 
The tanks are so arranged that the water from the stamps 
is run back into the main reseryoir and used over and 
over again, ‘The loss of water is very small and this is 
easily replaced by a small spring. By such a system 
three or four 100 stamp mills could be run in the Arroyo 
Viejo alone. As an eyidence of the value of the iron 
ores and coal in this vicinity, the following analyses from 
Professor Le Conte’s report are given :¿ l 
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No. 2. Anthracite, twenty miles southwest'from Santa 
Fé, in San Lazaro Hill of Plaeer monntains. This coal 
is pure looking Anthracite, and analysis gave :

It willbe seen by a comparison of thesé analyses and 
of their relative’ heat producing powers as given 
that the Colorado coal is léss‘ than two-thirds the value 
of ours. The heat prodncing power of purè carbon be- 
ing 100, Prof. LeConte’ gives that’ of the Placer An- 
thracite as 91 and of the coal from Murphy’s as 60: 

The same authority gives: ‘Magnetit iron, Placet 
mountains ; metalic iron 65.27 per cent. Carb: of’ iron 
near anthracite of Placer mountcins 36.49 per cent.” 

Even under the present circumrtances New Mexico has 
_ but few equals as a mining country, and when we have 
. the Pacific Railway in fulKoperation, there will be few, if: 
any localities holding out equal inducements to the miner. 


Note. The reputation of the gold leads mentioned has 
not been expatiated upon because their great reputation 
in this vicinity renders it unnecessary. For size, perma- 
nency and richness of ore they are destined to be classed 
among the great mines of our countrys- Owing to their 
dryness they can be worked much more cheaply than op- . 
dinary mines. f 
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EDUCATION. 


-In my last anual message I took occasion to recommend 
at some length to your immediate predécessors a` systeni 
of education which was deemed by the friends of universal 
education to be for the best interests of the peuple of the 
_ territory. For some reason unknown to me or the pu- 
blic, the Legislature took no action on this most impor- 
tant subject, that in the least degree tended to the esta- 
blishment of a syster of free schools, on the plan sug- 
gested by me, neither did they sige’est any plan of their 
own. 


I am no stickler for any particular form of shools, or 
what denomination, H any, have charge or contro) of the 


subject of education. I simply want a system adopted, 


and that system to be a success, and through it secure the 
education of every child'in the Territory, without regard 
to caste, color or condition ; this much we owe to society 
as well as ourselves. | 


In referring to the messages. of all my predecessors, I 
find they have also recommended similar legislation without 
a simple exception and all to no purpose ; for children are 
still growing up in ignoranee in very many parts of the 
territory for want of Legislative action. 

It is utterly useless for the executive to attempt any 
reforms (which all countries require) especially on the 
subject of education, without the cordial co-operation, of 
the legislative branch of the territorial government. You 
are the law makers, and everything in theform of law for 
weal or woe of the territory must emanate from your 
honorable bodies. 

The people of this Territory have had annual sessions 
of the Legislative Assembly for the past eighteen years, 
without a single law now te be fonnd on our statute hooks, 

| 
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authorizing the collection of a single dollar of taxes for the, 
education of the thousands of little children growing up in, 
our, midst, with as.bright intellect naturally as can be 
found in any state or territory ofthis union, with proper. 
facilities would make useful as well as ornamental members, 
of socicty. 

In, our present state of society the education of our chil- 
dren, depends, wholly on the financial ability of the parent 
to pay È high rates of tuition and board i in a few of the larg- 
er towns of the territory, tọ secure an, education for their 
sons and daughiers, where through the kind and patriotic 
afforts of some “of the religious denominations of the coun- 
try, they have established independent schools for the 
education. of those who are able partially to pay the ex- 
penses of keeping up those independent schools. 

' In the city of Santa Fe, I believe in all the schools, 
children are not prohibited from attending schoo! for want. 
of means to pay tuition; these schools are charity schools 
and should not be imposed upon so longas there is pro- 
perty enough with a reasonable tax to support a good 
system for free schools ing every precinct in the Territo- 
ry. Both catholics and protestants, are doing. every- 
thing in their power here to revolntionize this state of- 
things, and should be encouraged by the people's law, 
makers. The less fortunate parents financially out side 

of these towns are compelled to allow their offspring to 
. grow up in superstitious ignorance, thus continuing caste . 
in society, that should not be encouraged or, tolerated in 
a republican form of government. I therefore am com- 
pelled to appeal to you as the representatives of the peo- ` 
ple, the rich and the poor, to do something in the way of 
legislation that will secure to the poor man’s child educa- 
tional advantages as well as those in afluence. Legislative 
i 
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distinctions, if made at all, should be made in favor of the 


poor. 


Gentlemen of tthe Legislature, the responsibility of this ` 


whole subjèct ofeducation is with you. Do your whole 
duty in the premises. 
_ 'TELEGRAPHS. 

Ta. my last annual message I recommended the repeal of a 
eharter granted to a company of gentlemen principally from: 
the State of. Kansas to build a telegraph line from the 
Missouri River to the.capital of this Territory, principally. 
for the reasons ; 1st ; that it was a very great monopoly ;: 
anil, secondly ; because they. have failed to commence and 
complete the work they had. agreed to perform within a 
reasonable time as contemplated by the law makers—the - 


-last days of the session the legislature in pursuance of* 


that recommendation repealed this charter. I am grati- 
fied to be able to state to your Hon. Bodies that within 
six months after that law was repealed we were in tele- 
graphie communication with the entire civilized world: 
through the enterprise of our own citizens and the citizens: 


of our neighboring Territory of Colorado. 


This isan immense stride towards civilization which- 
should be continued by the capitalist, not only of our owm- 
Territory, but by the Republic of Mexico. I sincerely 
hope the capitalists of the two Beépublies will continue this 
great work. until the two North American republics are 
united by a direct line of. telegraphic communication from 
one capitol to the.other.. 


There is no measure in contemplation outside of a direct 
railway communication that would so much increase frien 


dly relations and commerce between the two great Repu- 
blics, as the completion of this contemplated line of tele- 
graph, and no itivestment-could be made more profitablé 
tp the stock holder. Before. closing this paragraph allow:

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me to thank your immediate predecessors for the prompt 

aid rendered by them in amending the general incorpora- 

tion law, so as to enable the company constructing the: 

telegraph line to protect themselves-againstfuture unfrien-- 

dly legislation.: | 
GRAPE CULTURE. 

Among the many’ productions of our-soil, is that of ` 
grape; not only is it a natural product of the Territory, 
but when cultivated returns to the culturalist very large 
' profits for the means employed. The soil and climate of 
this country so well” alapted to the vine growing, have 
not failed to attract the eye of many of our enterprising 
people; indeed the products of the vine during the past 
year have been largely augmented over that of’ any pre- 
vious one in the history of’ the Territory, and‘the result 
is the manufacture of wine in largely increased quantities 
and brandy of: a superior quality, now in the infancy of 
_ its manufacture, bids fair to one day rival this product of 
other countries in our own. I firmly believe the Rio 
Grande Valley of New Mexico will at no distant day be 
the Rhine of't America. As a proof of what can be done 
in this region with skill and labor, the little Pueblo of 
Isleta, I am informed by an intelligent gentleman of this 
city, who has been engaged in the manufacture of wine | 
during the present season, that at this Indian village; 
one hundred and fifty barrels of wine were manufactured - 
nt that place alone this season, and the principal part of 
this wine was made from grape eultivated-by the Pueblo 
Fndians in that immediate vicinity. 

So auspicious appears to be the prospect of the grape 
eulture in New Mexico, that it is attracting considerable 
attention already, and ‘it is believed, that during the com- 


ing season there will be not les than three hundred and 
6- 
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_ fifty thousand new vines added to the already large num- 
ber now producing in many vine yards, both in Rio Bo- 
nito and Rio Abajo sections. 3 

Ft is not unfair to conclude, therefore, that in addition 
to our immense mineral wealth, like California we are 
destined to find in the grape another potent aid not only 
io our territorial and finally Siate, but to the national 
wealth. o, 

This branh of industry and enterprise like that of the 
mineral calls loudly for capital investments, and must so- 
oner or later from the bountiful returns which it offers 
command it to the extent of any necessity. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The last three annual sessions of the Legislative Aa- 
sembly have called the attention. of Congress to the des 
plorable condition of our unfinished public bnilding s 
without being heard or heeded; each year adds very, 
largely to the waste accruing in consequence of their non- 
.completion—The buildings will now cost over twenty five 
thousand dollars more to complete them on the original 
plan than it shoul have done if the necessary appropriations ` 
bad been made at the proper time. The delay of another 
year will well nigh make the work already done, as well 
as the material employed almost entirely, if not entirely, 
a total loss to the government, and will leave the Terri- 
tory bankrupt for public buildings. You cannot too ear- 
nestly urge upon Congress the necessity of prompt action 
in making these long delayed, and much needed appro- 
priations. In may last annual message I called attention 
of the Legistative Assembly to the fact, that there still 
remains in the Treasury of the United States fifty two 

thousand dollars, an unexpended balance of an appropria- 
tion of sixty thousand dollars made by Congress in 1860-- 
conditioned that the Territory should contract to complete 
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the buildings for that amount of money, on the plan 
furnished by the Interior Department. This the anthori- 
ties here were unable to do, and ‘that amount reverted. to 
the government. With that unexpended balance and the 
Internal Revenue of the Territory for three years, which 
has been granted.to other Territories for public purposes 
‘would complete our capitol and yenitentiary buildings and 
save them from utter ruin. Would it. not be well to 
drafta memorial embracing all the facts, and again tryfto 
impress Congress with the necessity of the completion of 
this public enterprise, supposed to have been commenced. 
by their predecessors in good faith. 
NEW COUNTIES. 
In my last annual message I recommended the establish- 
ing of a uew countyin the Rio Bonito country. For the 


want of time or disposition, the Legislative Assembly 


failed to grant the people of that locality a county orga- 
nization. ĮI am constrained to renew that recommend- 
ation in consequence of the unanimous desire of the 
people interested in having this county established. - 
The proposed new county of Rio Bonito embraces 
within its limits all that country between the 34th parallel 
of latitude on the north, the boundary line of the State of 


Texas on the south, the 1940 of longitude or Pecos Ri- 


aver on the east, and the eastern slope of San Andres Mo- 


untains on the west. 
By areference to the map of the Territory of New 


Mexico it will be observed that all of this section of coun- 
try described is now in;the County of Socorro, except 'the 
village and settlements of Tularoso, and the barren plain 
between the town of Tulerogo, and the San Andres chain 
of mountains, this from its geographical position, and the 
distance of the settlements from the other settlements of 
Doña Ana County would seem naturally to belong te 


= 
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that portion of the county of Socorro which-now’ seeks a 
separate county organization. In addition toits geographi- 
cal locality, it is clearly shown by the petitions of the in< 
habitants of Tularoso on file in this office,-that they- are 
desitous of being placed in the proposed-new county. 

The minerał and agricultural resources:of this locality 


should claim-and receive the fostering care of the Legis- - 


lative Assembly, and. by extending to these people the 
benefits of our laws (which they now claim to be depri- 
ved of in consequence of the distance from their: settle- 
ments to the present county seat; encourage immigration 
from other less favored localities; this new county would 
contribute very largely to the general wealth of the Terri- 
tory; this country is peculiarly: adapted to agriculture 
and stock growing, and will in a very shorttime be among 


_the very beet farming countries inthe Territory.. They 


have timber,-climate, water and mineral: equal, if not su- 
perior, to any other part of New Mexico. The popula- 
tion of the proposed‘ new county numbers between five and 
six thousand persons; the people are prosperous and are 
able and willing to support a county government. I sin- 


-eérely hope your honorable bodies will give this subject 


the consideration it justly: merits. 
The people of the northeastern portion of the Territory 
are also asking for anew county embracing the Moreno 


Mining District which merits your attention. I have not. 


been furnished with a diagram of the proposed boundaries 
but as Í understand the matter, they propose to divide 
the county of Mora, making two counties, each one of 
which will be at least fifty miles in width, and embrace 
population and’ wealth sufficient to support two county 
governments. The establishing of this new county would 
very much facilitate the transaction of county business, 


and would:save to the people of the northern part of Mora 


county an enormous amount’of money and time each year 
spent in travelling to and-from the county seat to attend 


© 
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the courts and other public business. I-ask in behalf of 
those interested your favorable consideration. 


FINANCE, 


The reports of the Treasurer and Auditor of Publie 
Accounts are herewith transmitted for your examination 
and information. 

You will see from the report of the Treasurer that the 
receipts of the Treasury for the fiscal year ending Novem- 
ber 15th, 1868, amount to 15,634 70, which added to 
the balance in the Treasury at the last annual settlement 
of $15 44, shows the net amount .in the hands of the 
Treasurer during the fiscal year ending Nov. 15th, 1868, 
at $15,650 14/7 The amount of total receipts as shows 
by the Treasurer’s Report has been disbursed during the 
year. From the Auditor’s Report you will perceive, ; that 
during the year, there was audited $26,429 89, in com- 
| pliance with the appropriations made by the last Legisla- 
tive Assembly, imcluding the salaries of the Territorial 
officers ; to this add the amount of unredeemed warrants 
of the last fiscal year of $6,249 542 which makes a grand 
total of $32,679 43%. Deduct the amount collected and 
disbursed by the Treasurer of $15,650 14, will leave as 
the total unpaid indebtedness ot the Territory, Novem- 
ber 15th, at $17,029 292. We find ourselves indebted 
tothe amount of $17,029 292, and the question is re- 
epectfully submitted to your honorable bodies to devise 
ways and means for its liquidation. 


I respectfully, but earnestly, call your attention to the- 


recommendations of the Auditor of Public Accounts in 
relation to the failure of tax collectors to make their an- 
nual settlements as contemplated by the laws of the Terri- 
tory, and the necessity of the adoption of some system of 
.taxation to relieve not only our present wants, but to 
provide for the future financial demands of the Territory. 
A’ system of equal taxation must be adopted, and the 
sooner the Legislature takes hold of this subject and 
settles it satisfactorily, the better it will be for the Terri- 
tory and all concerned. Our credit must be redeemed. 

Our paper is depreciated.—In consequence of the want 
of the necessary means tọ prosecute criminals, our laws 


rt 
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are daily violated with-impunity; murderers run riot 
throughout the Territory, for waut of public means to 
bring them to justice. Within the last year three men 
under indictment for murder in this Territory have been 
arrested in foreign States, and have escaped' the fearful 
penalty of the law for want of means to have them brought 
back to the Territory for trail; in one instance from Va- 
lencia County the criminal had been tried and: convicted 
of the high crime of murder, and made his escape, after 
trial, into the State of Missouri; wasthen arrested and 
held in confinement for months; and was’ finally set at 
liberty for want of Territorial means to have him brought 
back and executed. Is this state of things to continue in 
‘this our land of civilization? You, gentlemen of-the Le- 
gislature are the only tribunal to whom I can appeal. | 

l LIBRARY. 

You will.see from the able report of the Territorial Li- 
ravian the condition of the public library, for the past 
year. Inu consequerice of the library room not being com- 
pleted. the library has been removed several times from 
one place to another, very materially injuring the books 


of the Territory. Some steps should be immediately ta- ` 


ken to finish and furnish the specious rooms partially con- 
structed for this purpose; there is no part of the public 
property that deserves more care, and is of more general 
interest and importance to the Territory than the collec- 
tion of the public laws of the country, and very many 


‘aluable miscellaneous books. There is a very great ne- 


cessity for the completion of the entire Palace building, 
but more especially the library room. I therefore recom- 
mend an appropriation sufiiciently large to at least place 
the library rooms in such condition as to preserve the 
public books from future decay. 

There are a large number of Jaw books of the library in 
the hands of privateparties and have been for years it would 
be well if your honorable bodies by resolution or other- 


wise, authorize and require the librarian to collect all. 


books belonging to the public library, and authorize him 
to prosecute if necessary, all parties having such books 
in their possession, and failing or refusing to deliver them 
‘up on demand of the proper officer. 
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| MILITIA. | 

i have the honor herewith to lay before you the able 
and succinct report of the Adjutant General of the Terri- 
tory, which fully ‘explains the condition of-that depart- 
ment and its doings for the past bane 

By reference to ‘this report you will be able to ascertain 
the amount of militia warrants drawn on the Treasury for 
future settlement by the general government for services) 
rendered by our militia in repelling the Texas invasion in 
the winter of 1861-2 and for supplies furnished by our citi- 
zens to subsist the militia and volunteer troops engaged in 
behalf of the government in that campaign. This indebted- 
ness must “eventually be paid by the general government, 
and it would be well for your honorable bodies by memo-_ 
vial to remind Congress of their long delay in making this 
much needed appropriation for the payment of this juss 
indebtedness. 

Our people have been kept out of this money through the 
neglect of the goversment for six long years ; they ‘begin 
now to feel that. patience ceases to be a virtue. 

The accounts examined, approved and allowed mie 
ding officers and men on muster rolls and property taken 
for the use of the. government exceeds the sum of eighty- 
five thousand dollars which should have been paid many 
years ago-—saying nothing about the millions of dollars,

of the government, and this we demand. i 
- PEONAGE. 

I am rejoiced to be able to state that the law of Con- 
gress, approved March 2nd, 1867, abolishing peonage in 
the Territory of New Mexico and other Territories has 
been very generally and successfully | enforced in all parts 
of the Territory since the last meeting of your honorable 


-bodies, and I am gratified to be able to state that our peo- 


ple generally aoquiesed i in its enforcement. — .. 

The officers of the law including the courts, U. 8. Dis-~ 
trict Attorney, U. 5. Marshal, T S. Commissioners and 
many óf the Sheriffs deserve great credit for their diligence 


‘in ferreting outthe violators’ of this law, and promptly pro- 


secnting all offenders ; their prompt and efficient action has

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p- virtually broken up the. despicable speto of enslaving 
A : American-citizens for debt. 
NATIONAL POLITICS. 


The election for the Presidency of this ‘great Republis 
has passed, and the smoke of battle has partially cleared 
away, the-voice of the American people ‘has been ‘heard at ` 
the ballot box; and their verdicthas ‘been made ‘known. 
The great soldier who Jed our armies in triumph ‘through 
the late rebeltion has been declared by the sovereign peo- 
ple, their choice as their chief executive officer for the 
next four years. 

Notwithstanding the differences ‘of political’ opinion in 
the late heated contest, there is no ne who will lay aside 
his political prejudices long enough to reflect on this sub- 
ject, but what will say I have personally implicit confi- 
- | dence in the ability und ‘integrity of the successful candi- 

date. 

The principal differences between the two great politi- 
cal parties uf the country in the late contest grew out of 
reconstruction policy of Congress, and the financial man= 
agement of the country. These grave questions will soon 
be solved, T sincerely hope for the best interests of the 
whole country, without regard to locality. The earnest 
hope of every true American citizen is or ought to'be, 
that wise councils may prevail in the incoming adminis- 
‘tratiun in the settlement of all the vexed questions now 
agitating the public mind ; that the national debt may be 
liquidated according to the terms of the agreement of the 
government; the public credit preserved, and the date re- 
bellious States brought back in harmony with the sister- 
hood of states, and that peace and prosperity prevail in 
every section of our once prosperous country.

Sir—I have the honor to state that.the commission-ap- 
pointed to superintend the erection and completion of the 
monument in this city, to those brave men who have at 
various times fallen in battle in this Territory in defence 
of the nation, during the rebellion lately suppressed, and 
in defence of the people of this Territory against hostile 
Indians, and of which commission the undersigned 18 
President, has performed its duty ; the monument is com- 
pleted in compliance with the provisions of the act of the 
last legislature, approved Janvary 29th, 1868.. The 
contractors therefor have been paid, and that structure 
now stands, not only.as a signal token of the regard the 
people of New Mexico have for the memory of the brave 
who have fallen, but likewise as an enduring memorial of 
the = and generosity of the representatives of 
this people 

Few E of this description can be found in any 
country, more simple, more chaste, or less expensive.— 
Its entire cost to the Territory has been thirty-three hun- 
dred dollars only: the citizens of Santa Fe contributed 
some two hundred dollars towards the laying of the cor-- 
ner stone and for its completion; whilst to the military 
authorities thanks are due for all the-transportation which 
was required for its erection. This aid lessened the ex- 
pense of the monument at least one-half, | 

This monument as it stands, is both an ornament to 
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the capital’ of the Territory, and an honor to the entire

T have always been of 
the opinion that the mode of raising revenue in this Ter-. 
ritory was unjust, uneqnal and oppressive, as it taxed 
only one class of the people—the merchants. Had the 


original law been submitted to me (of which this is an 


amendment) I shyald have withheld my sanction from it. 
The amendment now referred to is much more objection- 
able than the orfzinal law for the reason that it is much 
more oppressive; tending rather to keep capitalists from 
investing in our Territory, than to hold out inducementa 
for them to do se. ) 


The constitutions of all the states of the Union provide 
that taxation shall be equal upon all classes, and the late 
organic act organizing the territory of Dakota, has a pro- 
viso that the taxation in that territory shall be equal upon 


all classes of property. Under our system of govern- 


ment the principle is an established one that all who re- 
ceive protection from the government shall bear an equal 
portion of the budens of sustaining the government or as 
nearly so as possible. At this late hour of the session 
time will not permit me to discuss this subject at lengths 
but’ for reasons given above and other weighty ones, I 
withhold my signature from the bill referred to.
